Miore realisation that monetary crises 
can no longer be solved at a national level 
but only jointly by Western Europe and 
America is not enough either, France and 
Italy, for instance, do not share this 
country’s views on economic stability.

The foreign policy aspect of monetary 
matters has come to displace socurity 
policy, which used to occupy pride of 
place. This must be borne in mind as 
regards relations with the United States. 

“A weak America", President Nixon 
stated last year, “will without a doubt be 
isolationist. A strong America on the 
other hand will continue to play a major 
role in ithe world,” 

Ever since Washington has no longer 
considered the Soviet Union to represent 
a worldwide threat strength and weakness 
have been viewed in terms of balance of 
Pets and terms of trade.

Industrialist and employer associalons 
chum out more than their fatr share of 
agitation and propaganda, especlally 


during election campaigns, but the . 


majority of manufacturers have no head 
for politics. 

They concentrate on remaining contr 
petitive and chalking up profits „and 
normally have no convincing argunie nts 
to parry left-wing criticisms of the 
present social system. “Many of my

Both the lack of political conımitment, 
whiclı cannot be made good by the direct 
and indirect influence of employer

Instead of explaining the principle 
behind their work to the general pubile, 
the majority of industrialists displayed 
extraordinary musochism, lo quote Herr 
Freudenfeld, in living witlı the criticisms 
of an apparontly thankless society.

More than 
22,000 manufacturing concerns closed 
dowıt in Bavarla alone between 1970 and 
1972.

Muny young industrialists ure 
determined to answer the attacks und 
slogans of left-wing ideologies by 
adopting a forward-looking strategy. 
They plan to provide ù clear picture of 
their role in society and defend the 
present sj'stenı.

Manufacturers and industrialists 
take to self-examination 


This trend has gained momentum, 
Young industrialists recently debated 
with Young Socialists on the island of 
Sylt. Industrialists in Hesse and elsewhere 
have formed groups to discuss their social 
positlon outside of their established 
piofesslonal associations, 

in Munich the Federation of Bavarlan 
Employer Associations invlted trade 
unionists, members of the Church and 
journalists to attack them publicly. “We 
wish to listen, understand and come to 
ternts with our critics," Federation head 
Heinrich Freiberger explained, 

In the public eye manufacturers are tle 
owners or bosses of a factory and not the 
top managers or tnajor shareholders but 
their image is neither precise nor unifornı. 
They aro seen both as bearers of the 
national burden, swenting away for the 
common weal, and as feudal industrialists 
possessing State power and confusing 
democracy with the preservation of their 
own privileges. 

Hubert Kolenda, the head of a works 
council in Munich, told the mecting 
arranged by the Federation of Bavarian 
Employers Associations what the man in 
the street thinks about this country's 
munufucturers: “They ure afraid of 
surrendering a portion of the power to 
wlıich they have grown accustomed," 

lt can hardly be disputed that 
industrialists ure muinly on the defensive. 
Faced by the fer of bankruptcy and the 
strain of competition, manufitcturers can 
often follow no other course than refuse 
workers’ denıands. 

They are thus branded is ubstructlan- 
ists. But employers have also contributed 
to their negative image by putting up 
tough opposition before granting their 
mature workers rights of participation, 
They therefore appear hostile to all 
progress, 

“When rejection becomes a principle,” 
Dieter Fertsch-Röver, former head of an 
industrialists association, warned, “manu- 
facturers cannot be surprised if the public 
no longer attaches great store to their 
claims and refuses to take them seriously. 
No section of the community can afford 
to fight a constant defensive battle on all 
fronts.” 

Many industrialists feel forced to adopt 
a policy of all-round defence because of 
thelr lack of political experience,

Asked about the Labour Party's threat to

The Europlane project engineers were 
not unhappy at having to abandon their 
STOL plans. Only theoretical solutions to 
the problems presented are at present 
available. Practicable solutions are till a 
distant prospect. 

The Europlane concept was drawn up 
on the basis of this market research, It is 
a twirn-jet nircraft seating 180 passengers 
and capable of (aking off and landing on 
1,200 metres of runway (current short 
take-off jets manage 1,300 to 1,600 
metres at best). 

1t wil have a range of 600 miles, 
extendable to 2,200 nits and 220 
pussengers providing lhe Europlune takes

20,500,000 Marks and laid out on the 
most modern lines, was opened, Since 
then this glass and concrete box on the 
historic Réömerberg has been at the centre 
of a hefty controversy Involving the 
pubkio, politidans and historiarıs. 

The critics of the new “Museum of the 
democratic society” in which educational 
information on history takes a central 
role clalm that the museum views history 
through rose-tinted glasses. 

The main detractors against the style of 
the museum, which for the moment is 
only exhibiting mediaeval and 20th 
century items, accuse tle designers and 
curator Dr Hans Stobenvoll of falsifying 
historical truths and presenting items 
from a one-slded viewpoint. Opponents 
of this museum, willeh claims to 
de-glorify history, lave demanded that it 
be slut down and the offending texts 
confiscated. 

A mecting of people in favour and 
against was called and for soveral hours 
about 1,000 people voiced their opinions 
heatedly. The muscum is bencfiting from 
the publicity of this “civil war”. In the

In the first there yêars of its existence 
the Kinemathek was in temporary 
accommodation offering insufficlent 
broathing space, and there was no 
question of opening ils doors to the 
publlc. Work among the public was left to 
the “Frlends of the Kinematlhok" wlio 
were impressively active and purposeful 
in the work they carried out at home and 
abroad, and they had quickly gathered 
upon themselves more respect and 
admiratlon than the Kinemathek itself! 

A merger of tle two is planned for ] 
January 1974, but the Frlends will not 
have their coms cut in any way by this 
move, The aim of the negotiations at 
present under way is to give the Friends 
the security of the backing of a 
foundation without rubbing them of any 
of the freedom they have always enjoyed. 

Eventually the Kinamathek moved to 
better accommodation and began public 
exhibitions and demonstrations. Aparl 
from many reviews of Memory Lane the 
Kinenmıathek devoted liself to studies of 
the Runaniin aud Bulgariap.cinenas. 

In 1971 when the Kinemathek became 
a foundation it moved into the premises 
of the Film and Television Academy. and 
the work of sifting through and 
evaluating stocks began. Among the 
activities that have been undertaken since 
then one notes a sennar on German 
mountain films anıd a review of the era of 
American silents,. In addition to this the 
Kinemathek lends copies to non-comnıer- 
cial cinemas and collects material for 
scientific purposes and television pro- 
grammes on the history of the cinema, 

The Kinemathek employs three people 
full-time, three part-time. This shows the 
hopeless state of „the Berlin organisatlon 
at . present when, compared with flIm 
centres such as the State Film Archives in 
tlhe GDR. (180 employees), the London 
Museum (200) and the Moscow Archives 
(400). Berlin's budget of 250,000 Marks 
is pitiful when compared with the 
18,750,000 the London Museum has at 
its disposal.

Therefore, it is impossible to give too 
muny warnings against the abuse of 
alcohol and tobacco, especially as they

This amounts to Just under ten bottles 
of alcoltol for every adult in the Federal 
Republle. When sales of this magnitude 
are listed, it is not surprising that no 
fewer than 14,002 deaths in 1970 were 
lue te cirrhoxîs of the liver, 

People will revise their views ou the 
problems of addiction to alcohol and 
tobacco when they abandon any 
emotional judgments and tum to the 
sober medical facts,
